4. Considered the application of DGMB Casino, LLC and Gomes Gaming NJ, LLC, for 

Plenary Casino Licensure to own and operate Resorts Casino Hotel. 
 
 The Commission received into evidence exhibits D-1 from the Division of Gaming 

Enforcement and exhibit C-1 (ID) from the Commission. 
 

The Commission heard presentations of the petitioner and the testimony of Dennis 
Gomes, President and Chief Executive Officer, DGMB Casino, LLC. and Timothy 
Ebling, Chief Financial Officer, DGMB Casino, LLC. 
 
The commission considered the written submissions, oral arguments and testimony 
presented and issued the following rulings: 

 
By a vote of 3-0, adopted the draft resolution and: 

 
a) approved the petitioners sealing request and redacted portions of exhibit D-1; 

and 
 

b) issued a casino license to DGMB Casino, LLC. and Gomes Gaming NJ, LLC., 
based upon the findings and rulings and subject to the conditions and to the 
extent set forth in the resolution. 

(ruling number 11-07-13-04; transcript pages 23-93).

commission shall be held on Wednesday, August 10, 2011 at 9:30 a.m. in the 
commission offices  (transcript page 94).
